Difference Between “Cracked” and | 
“Straight” Gas for Starting Motor |

ASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—There is no appreciable dif- | 
ference between “cracked” and “straight run” gaso- | 
line so far as starting the motor is concerned, aside from} 
its volatility, the United States Bureau of 


Standards an- 


nounced today as a result of an extensive series of tests. 


Gasoline produced by various 
cracking processes frequently are 
superior to gasoline obtained by 
straight distillation from crude 
petroleum as far as knocking in | 
an engine is concerned, the bu- | 
reau’s report points out. | 

“Experience indicated that the} 
difference between gasoline of equal 
volatility probably was too small to! 
be readily detected by engine start- 
ing experiments,’ the report reads, 
“and therefore a more sensitive lab- 
Oratory method was employed. 

“The important factor in engine 
starting is the time required to 
build up an explosive mixture in 
the engine cylinders. Thus the 
leanest explosive mixture is, to a 

certain extent, a criterion of en- 
gine starting.” 

The report ¢ 
iting mixture was determined by 
flowing known mixtures of air and 
superheated fuel por into a gias 
bomb and by varying the proportion 
of air to fuel until the flame would 
just propagate throughout the en- 
tire bomb when a spark was applied 

Mixtures containing twenty-five 
parts of air to one part of fuel 
vapor were found to be the leanest} 
explosive mixtures for both cracked 
and straight-run gasolines. Prac- 
tically the same results were found | 
for benzol. ‘These resulis, the re-| 
port points out, indicate that aside 
from volatility there are no appreci- | 
able differences between the various | 
kinds of motor fuels so far as en-| 
gine starting is concerned. |
